Red Destroyer

Tito Is Peeved

and perm its hens to eat enough

slight loss of weight. 
But it was a different story 
when alfalfa meal was test- 
m ixed with mash and fed both 
pelleted and unpelleted. 
Egg 
production dropped m aterially 
in all groups that were

All four test groups fed the 
two highest levels of alfalfa m eal 
lost weight. The two groups that
